MOSCOW, Dec. 22.—In the bleak 


Siberian town of Habarovsk two peace 
delegates today signed a protocol call- 


ing for an immediate end to the san- 
guinary dispute between Russia and 
Manchuria. 

The signers were Tsai Yun-shen, 
representing Manchuria, and Agent 
Simonsvky, of the soviet foreign office. 

The protocol, as announced here, 
provides for: 

1. Immediate restoration of joint 
ndministration of the Chinese East- 
ern railway, seizure of which by Har- 
bin officials last July caused all the 
trouble. 

® Withdrawal of the soviet army 
from Manchuria as soon as physically 


_ pessible. 
3. Mutual release of civilian and 
military prisoners, many of whom 


have been suffering terrible hardships 
in outdoo: camps. 

4. Reopening of Russian consulates 
in Manchuria, and Chinese consulates 
in Russia. 

5. Opening of a formal conference 
at Moscow January 25 to settle all 
questions still disputed as a result of 
the hostilities. | 

Emschanoff and Eismont, soviet 
manager and assistant manager of the 
railway, who were ousted by the 
Chinese, will not return to their for- 
mer posts, but two other Russians 
will. Rudi and Denisov, agreed upon 
in their stead, have already left for 
Harbin, Manchuria, to become man- 
ager and assistant manager, respec- 
tively. 

Emshanoft and Eismont were par- 
ticularly objectionable to the Chinese, 
who, after a police raid, said they 
discovered documentary evidence that 
the two men had been spreading com- 
munist propaganda. Such propagan- 
dizing, the Chinese said, violated the 
railway joint control agreement of 
1024, and they made it the pretext 
for seizing the railroad last summer.

MAN FOUND DEAD 
HANGING. TO TREE 
NEAR FEDERAL PEN 


Atlanta Bank Book in 
Name of W. C. Brown 
Found in Pocket of 
Suicide Victim. 


Despondent because approaching 
blindness had forced him to quit his 
job, W. C. Brown, about 50 years old, 
who recently had been living in one 
of the houses he owned near the Ful- 
ton Bag and Cotton mills, committed 
suicide by hanging himself near Con- 
stitution, Ga., some time Saturday 
night or early Sunday morning. 

The body was discovered shortly 
before noon Sunday by a fireman at 
the federal prison, named Ray, who 
was walking along the road leading 
from the prison to Constitution. At 
a point near the Atlanta city dairy, 
a few feet away from the road, the 
body was half suspended from a tree, 
the head only two feet above the 
ground. Brown had used a new roll 
of clothes wire, fastening one end 
around the tree and coiling the other 
about his neck. 

Investigation by Sheriff Jake Hall, 
of DeKalb county, and A. S. Turner, 


undertaker at Decatur, at first failed 
to disclose anything by which a posi- 
tive identification could be made. In 
the man’s pockets was a bank book 
in the name of W. C. Brown, but there 
also was an address. later ascertained 
to be that of a relative, of a family in 
California. 

Further investigation by the offi-

GERMANS UPHOLD 
REPARATION PLAN 


Nationalists Fail Again 
To Get Majority for 
Resolution Denying 
Guilt and Refusing To 
Pay. 


] 


BERLIN, Dec. 22.—(United News.) 
The nationalists failed today in their 
attempt to get 20,500,000 voters to 
march to the polls and support the 
“freedom law’ demanding defeat of 
the Young plan of reparations. 

They needed that many—more than 


half the total electorate—to make the 
law effective. Returns tonight indi- 
cated they had obtained less than 
6,C00,000, and that the only effect of 
the referendum they had forced upon 
the government was to show that 
some 15 per cent of the electorate op- 
posed payment of reparations. 

Unofficial complete returns gave: 

Total votes, 6,131,361. 

For “freedom law,” 5,782,965. 

Against, 234,135. 

Void, 114,261. 

The government had urged voters 
to stay away from the polls as the 
easiest way to defeat the “freedom 
law.” That accounted for the small 
percentage of those voting against the 
measure. 

The “law of freedom,” placed be 
fore the people on a nationalist peti- 
tion containing 4,138,000 signatures, 
called for denial of German war guilt, 
stoppage of reparations, immediate 
evacuation of the Rhineland by French 
troops, and treason trials and prison 
terms for German officials signing 
the Young plan. 

Nevertheless the nationalists, led 
by Dr. Alfred Hugenberg, wealthy 
publicist, mustered as much support 
as they could in the belief a large 


party and stiffen the government's 
attitude to sd any further conces- 
sions the allies might demand.

PLANE-T0-ShIP 
PHONE SUCCESS 


Reporters, Flying Over 
New York, Talk With 
Captain and Passengers 
of Leviathan 700 Miles 
Out. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—()—High 
over Manhattan in a_ hundred-mile- 
an-hour flying telephone booth report- 
ers today talked to the liner Levia- 
than 700 miles at sea. | 

As casually as though sitting in 
their own homes, two reporters and 
three engineers of the Bell Telephone 
laboratories, soared 3,000 feet over the 
city in a big tri-motored Ford air- 
plane, asked for and got the Levia- 
than as though they were calling for 
a number just around the corner. 
They passed the time of day and 
heard the gossip of the ship from 
Commodore Harry Cunningham and 
passengers aboard the vessel, ss. 

This new step in communication 
was effected by a radio-land wire- 
radio hookup that brought those 
aboard the speeding plane and those 
on the liner as close together as 
though they were sitting in oposite 
ends of Alexander Graham Bell's old 
attic workshop in Boston, where the 
human voice first was carried over 
a' strand of metal. : 

The conversations, as is generally 
the case in the face of such breath- 
taking wonders of science, were of 
the most casual sort. The conversa- 
tions lasted balf an hour. 

With the plane at 1,500 feet the 
trailing antenna was dropped and F. 
S. Berngard, Bell laboratories engi- 
neer, got in touch with the experi- 
mental radio station at Whippany, 
re 


“Connect me with the Leviathan 
please,” Berngard told the station. 
The contact was made with hardly a 
moment’s delay. ; 

From Whippany, the contact point 
of the plane, the voices were relayed 
on land wires through the long dis- 
tance headquarters of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company in 
New York city to the Bell system’s 
broadcasting station at Deal Beach, 
N. J., thence they were carried by 
radio to the Leviathan. The voices 
from the ship went by radio to the 
receiving station at Forked River. N. 
J., back by land wires through New 
York city to the Whippany station 
from where they were broadcast to 
the plane. 

There was hardy any static, the 
voices coming through almost as dis- | 
tinctly as over an ordinary telephone 
circuit. 7 

Beside each seat in the plane was 
the econtact box, one plug for the 
mike, one for the earphones. 

As one person finished talking. an- 
other took up the conversation, merely 


by holding down the button on top of 


the hand microphone which openes | 


the circuit for him. 


NIGHT WATCHMAN 
HACKED-10 DEAT 


Body of Virgil Walker, 72, 
Battered by Hatchet 
Blows, Found in Office 
of Macon Lumber Plant. 


MACON, Ga., Dec, 22.—(#)—Vir- 
gil H. Walker, 72, father of Watson 
Walker, city engineer, was found 
hacked to death in the office of the 
Chambers Lumber Company, Vineville 
station, shortly before 11 o'clock to- 
night. A hatchet was used by his 
slayer. 

Mr. Walker was nightwatchman at 
the lumber plant, having been employ- 
ed there for the last two years. His 
home was in Hawkinsville, where his 
wife resides. 

He failed to pull one of the Ameri- 
can District Telegraph Company’s 
boxes at 10 o'clock tonight and that 


company gave him a few minutes to 
turn in his usual call before starting 
an investigation. D. T. Wilson went 
to the plant after a reasgnable 
amount of time had been given and 
found the body of the watchman in a 
chair at the office desk. 

Mr. Walker’s head had been bat- 
tered in with a hatchet. He had seat- 
ed himself at the desk, apparently, 
just before 10 o’clock to eat an apple 
and possibly to eat a light 4unch. 

The slayer must have entered 
through the front door of the little 
office and attacked him before he had 
time to arise. 

D. T. Wilson, the A. D. T. investi- 
gator who went to the scene, stepped 
to a telephone, leaning over the blood- 
stained victim to call the police to 
the scene. Detectives and regular po- 
lice responded. Abner Chambers, 
president of the company, also has- 
tened to the scene, as did Watson 
Walker, the son. 

Mr. Walker had no known enemies, 
according to members of the family. 
He left home at 4 o’clock this after- 
noon, as usual on Sundays, and ex- 
pected to return home at 8 o'clock in 
the morning. He carried a pistol, but 
the attack was made so suddenly that 
he didn’t have time to move from his 
chair.

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CREDIT SITUATION 
IMPROVES; BANKS 
GAIN STRENGTR 


Reserve Position Much 
Stronger in Country 
Than Year Ago, Says 
Reserve Bulletin. 


BY ROBERT C. ALBRIGHT, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—( United 

News.)—-The general credit situation 
has improved; the reserve position is 
stronger than a year ago, and banks 
will be able to meet demands of the 
next few weeks without firming rates 
charged trade and industry, the fed- 
eral reserve board announced today. 

Improvement in the credit situation 


is ascribed to the tremendous defla- 
tion of brokers’ loans, in the board’s 
December Bulletin. Although the 
volume of bank credit increased as 
banks took over loans of non-banking 
lenders, curtailment of funds used in 
the security market has strengthened 
the credit structure, the board made 
known. 

“The reserve banks this year enter 
upon the season of maximum demand 
for reserve bank credit with the voi- 
ume of their credit outstanding small- 
er than at the same period of 1928 
and with a reserve position stronger 
than a year ago,” the Bulletin stated. 

It was explained that “too little 
time has elapsed as yet since the end 
of October to make possible a com- 
prehensive appraisal of the effects of 
the drop in security prices on the 
banking situation.” One positive re- 
sult has been the decline in »money 
rates that followed decreased demand 
for credit to finance the security ex- 
changes, the board implies however. 

Tracing the 50 per cent cut in 
brokers’ loans which made possible 
this -.improvement, the Bulletin 
points eut that. growth of. the lean. 
total siuce 1926 and its recent de 
cline has corresponded closely to the 
course of security prices. 

Loans, which increased by $3,500.- 
000,000 between January 6, 1916, and 
October 23, 1929, declined by $3,200,- 
000,000 in the following five weeks, 
so that the increase for the entire 
period of nearly four years was only 
$300,000,000, according to reserve 
beard statisticians. 

The Bulletin analyzed turnover 
of securities on the New York Stock 
Exchange during the first 10 months 
of 1929, emphasizing the greatly in- 
creased volume of capital issues, 
which was a major factor in the 
growth of brokers’ loans. 

During that period new domestic 
capital issues amounted to $8,130,- 
000,000, compared with %$6,015,000, 
000 for the whole of last year. Ana- 
lyzing this trend, the board finds a 
growth in financing by railroads, pub- 
lic utilities and mining and manu- 
facturing industries, while the finan- 
cing of land and buildings was on a 
somewhat smaller scale.

Behaving as if it were quite dis- 
satisfied with the wholly conservative 
advance notice the weatherman devot-

Italy said she would favor abolition 
of submarines only on condition of 
substantial reductions in all navies 
and the scrapping of all ships of more 
thay 10.000 tonnage. Italy explained 
that submarines were naturally ef- 
fective defense weapons for poorer 
nations, but since they tended to 
make richer nations enlarge their

Tariff Fight Placid. 

Another reason for the placidity 
that marks the week -is that the fight 
is out of the tariff.

The broad terms of what the ultimate 
tariff compromise must be are per- 
fectly well recognized by practically 
all the combatants. 

The present state of mind and the 
present acceptance of the outcome 
could only be brought about by hav- 
ing gone through the fight. Much as 
the consumption of time and the at- 
tendant rancors have been deplored, 
the tariff fight had to be. Those who 
in the beginning made excessive de- 
mands had to learn by battle that 
they could not have what they wanted. | 
No other form of denial would have | 
satisfied them. | 

At the beginning last winter the) 
most responsible leaders of the lower | 
house, including Speaker Longworth, | 
wanted, as respects industry, the 
limited form of revision that Presi- 
dent Hoover recommended. Conceiv- 
ably, the leaders might have tried to 
dictate their will. Many persons 
think the leaders ought to have tried 
to dictate and ought to have averted 
the turmoil that has consumed sev- 
eral months. Persons who think this 
way, however, are less experienced 
and less erudite than Speaker Long- 
worth and the other leaders in the 
arts by which groups of men are 
brought ta agreement, and contro- 
verted issues are brought to conclu- 
sion. Had the leaders tried to en- | 
force their judgments arbitrarily, | 
there would have ensued as much tur- | 
moil about “eczarism” as there has 
been about the tariff. 

The tariff revision that is going to 
emerge as the end of the fight will 
be substantially the revision’ that 
President Hoover recommended. It. 
by no means follows, however, that 
the fighting could have been avoided. 
Those who wanted a broader and. 
higher tariff revision had to learn 
through battle that the country would 


not let them have what they wanted. |

Hoover's original recommendation, | 
that will be a _ striking parallel to) 
the farm relief bill.

O’Hanlon, who in 1896 was so skepti- 
cal about the existence of Santa 
Claus, that she wrote to the New 
York Sun asking for information, has 
lost her doubts. 

Virginia, now Mrs. Edward M. 
Douglas, believes so firmly in Santa 
Claus that she is willing to help him 
do his work over on the Bast Side 
where Market street straggles into 
Monroe and the tenement tops rise 
so sharp and jagged that in some 
homes Santa Claus gains entry with 
difficulty. 

Thirty-three years ago Virginia 
wrote her letter to the Sun from a 
house in 95th street.

HERE IS WHY WE ARE | 
“OILING” YOUR METER 


The mysterious looking black tin box which is your gas meter is one of 
the simplest, and one of the most accurate measuring instruments in gen- 
eral use. Fewer things can get wrong with it, ordinarily, than any other 
apparatus of similar precision. 


t 


Essentially it is simply two bellows, back to back, each almost exactly 
like the kind which used to hang by every fireside, and exactly the same in 


principle. 


There are two of them, because while one is being filled from the gas 
main entering your home, the other is emptying its contents of gas out into 
the pipe which leads to your range, or heater or other gas appliance. 


When one side is full, the gas: from the main is diverted to the empty 
side, which expands as it is filled with gas. The movable sides of the two 
bellows are connected, so that the one which is expanding forces the other 
side to contract and expel the gas which it contains. 


7 
Therefore, since the amount of gas that each side will hold is accurately 
measured in the beginning, all that is necessary is to keep a record of the 
number of times each is emptied as you use gas. This is registered on the 
various dials. 


Like the bellows of the fireside, these in your meter are made of leather, 


the best material which has been found for the purpose. 


essential that this leather be kept soft and pliable. 


It is of course 


The manufactured gas which you are now using contains enough oily 
moisture to preserve this leather, and to keep it from shrinking or crack- 
ing. Natural Gas, on the other hand, is extremely dry—so dry that it would 
shrink this leather in a few days if nothing were done to prevent it. Con- 
tinued usé would crack it, making the apparatus useless. 


Therefore, in preparation for Natural Gas, we are placing in the bottom 
of each meter sufficient oil so that the bottom of the leather bellows will 
touch the surface of it every time it is contracted. Like kerosene in a lamp 
wick, this oil will spread throughout the leather and keep it in good condi- 
tion in spite of the dry natural gas. 


We try to keep this oil off the moving parts—it would not, of course, 
affect the accuracy of the meter, one way or the other, but it is not a lubri- 
cating oil and doesn’t belong on the moving parts. 


Each side must fill completely, emptying the other side completely, be- 
fore the operation can be reversed and registered on the dials. Each com- 
plete emptying and refilling moves the hands on the dials just so much, 
just as the swing of the pendulum of a clock moves the hands so much. 
Anything which would interrupt the action of your meter would cut off 
your supply of gas entirely except that if the bellows should crack or be- 


come punctured the gas flow would continue but the meter would stop en- 


tirely. 


Oiling your meter has no effect whatever on its accuracy—it might con- 
ceivably affect your gas pressure slightly, but not your gas bill. 


Very rarely, meters do get out of order, slightly more often in favor of 
the customer than of the company, as a matter of record. But every ef- 


fort is made to keep them exactly accurate. 


And so essentially accurate 


are these remarkably simple machines that their variation is rarely ever 
more than two per cent., either way—a record of accuracy that compares 
most favorably with that of any other measuring mechanism in general use 


today.

Fields, who won the title from Joe 
Dundee at Detroit in July of this 
year, holds two decisions over Thomp- 
son. The San Francisco negro leaped 
into fame in September, 1928, when 
he knocked out Dundee in a non- 
titular fight. Dundee saved his title 
on that occasion by forcing Thomp- 
son to come in a pound or so over- 
weight. 

Chicago promoters have been trying 
to stage a Fields-Thompson bout but 
have been handicapped a state law 
prohibiting “mix pots This rule 
was passed after the last Fields- 
Thompson match, which resulted in 
St te whieh one man. was Killed 
and severa! “tpjured. 
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A national committee appointed by the various bodies controlling 
sports in France has come out with a definition of an amateur athlete. It 
sounds simple enough, and one wonders why the United States Lawn 
Tennis Association, the United States Golf Association, the A. A. U. 
and th: other organizations which have been making a Babel Tower out 
of the matter have been conversing so vociferously but incoherently 
through their chapeaux on this topic. 

he definition as reached by the sagacious French sportsmen 
follows: “An amateur is one who engages in sport or takes 
part in competitions from the love of the sport without getting 

or attempting to get a money prize or a reward or a means of 

living.’’ 

It is a good enough general definition of amateurism, but it seems 
that the amateur bodies of the United States had to write in a Volstead 
amendment that would reduce the professional content of American 
professionalism in our amateurism to less than half of 1 per cent. The 
American notion is that the simon pure amateur athlete, besides being 
shut off from the cash prize directly, must also refrain from securing 
any profit indirectly from his participation in amateur sports. 


PLAYER-WRITER RULE. 


That brought out the player-writer rule in the case of Mr. William 
T. Tilden 2d. The United States Lawn Tennis Association decided that 
if Mr. Tilden had not acquired a certain amount of prestige through his 
Standing in amateur tennis his current literature concerning the current 
tennis tournaments would not bring him any large remuneration. -It had 
the theory that there was an illegally high professional content in his 
amateurism and that it had to be boiled down to the proper percentage. 

The result has ben a controversy between Mr. Tilden and the 

U. S. L. T. A. which furnished much merriment to all concerned, 

except the members of the U. S. L. T. A., who were earnestly 

endeavoring to hold Mr. Tilden to the Volsteadian standards of 
amateurism. It becomes as complicated as a disarmament con- 
ference. 

The United States Golf Association also had some worriment in try- | 
‘ing to tighten up the amateur law and to ‘“‘put teeth in it,” as the boys | 
|on the Methodist Board of Morals, Temperance and Prohibition, or what 
| you call it, would say. Only the golfing solons are less vehement about | 
| it.

This organization has complicated its trouble 
to a certain extent by making lese majeste a violation of the amateur 
act and spirit. You may or may not recall that Ray Barbuti, an American | 
amateur track man, was declared null and void as an amateur athlete be- 
cuase he charged that all was not well in the A. A. U. | 

Barbuti had not received or attempted to receive a money prize or | 
a reward and he had not competed in the Olympic games, where he star- | 
red, as a means of getting a living. | 

He did compete for the love of the sport and he was indignant 
when it was whispered to him that he might capitalize his Olympic 
prestige for cash and to a substantial amount. | 

For expressing his resentment of these conditions vehemently and _ 
frankly he was suspended from participation in amateur sports controlled | 
by the A. A. U. | 


RETURNING TO AMATEURISM. 


| It was made evident some time back that the Freitch notions con- | 
cerning amateurism were much more liberal than those in the United | 
there was the case of the French amateur tennis | 
player who turned professional and joined the forces of Mr. C. C. Pyle. | 
Subsequently he repented taking this step because he felt that the wage |

The amateur associa- 
tion took the money and the French tennis player was restored to full 
amateur standing. | 

Under this ruling Mlle. Suzanne Lenglen might be restored to 
full amateur standing if she would turn over to the French Lawn 
Tennis Association all of the profits that accrued to her while 
she was playing the tennis one-night stands with Pyle’s troupe. 

But evidently Mile. Lenglen received more for sacrificing her ama- 
teurism than did the male tennis player. |

has made no gesture in the way of tossing the ill-gotten gains from the |

Large Holiday Retail Sales 
Add Impetus to Business

NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—(/)—Re- 
ports of a large and fairly satisfactory 
volume of holiday retail trade, despite 
unfavorable weather conditions over 
some areas, and signs of increasing 
activity in some of the automotive 
manufacturing centers, were  con- 
spicuous features of the business de- 
velopments of the past week. 

The year-end slackening of manu- 
facturing activity and of wholesale 
trade penetrated further. Steel mill 
operations hovered close to 60 per 
cent of capacity. Considerable hesi- 
tancy in making new commitments 
has appeared, pending more definite 
indications of the trend after the 
turn of the year. Saye in retail trade, 
this period is normally slack, owing 
to the retarding influences of. the 
year-end inventories. 

The volume of retail trade was 
generally believed to be in the neigh- 
borhood of .hat of a year ago, which 
is considerably better than had been 
expected in many quarters, in view of 
the autumn crash of the securities 
markets. Reports were variable, and 
definite measure is not yet available.

indications of fairly general curtail- 


ment of purchases of luxury items, | 


and numerous cases of price-cutting 
to move stocks.

the first week of the month were less 
confusing than those of the previous 
week, which were influenced by thg 
Thanksgiving holiday. The freight 
movement for the first week of De- 
cember indicates a little less precipit- 
ous decline than occurred during the 
major part of November. Total load- 
ings were 47,948 cars under the like 
week of last year, but 55,149 above 
the same week of 1927. A_ substan- 
tial gain in the movement of coal was 
responsible for the better showing. 
The movement of miscellaneous freight 
was sharply below the same period 
of last year. 


The various statistical surveys 
coming to hand only served to attest 
the abrupt slackening of business ac- 
tivity during November. The Anal- 
ist’s preliminary index of November 
activity, which jis adjusted for nor- 
mal season trends, declined 8.1 per 
cent from October, the largest drop 
recorded in this compilation during 
the post war period. The Standard 
Statistics Company index showed the 
sharpest downturn since May, 1924. 

Considerable comment on the situa- 
tion was of a nature to discourage 
excessive optimism. Standard Statis- 
tics stated, “We judge that aggregate 
production is now close to’ its lowest 
probable ebb, but we can discover no 


basis for a sharp and sustained up- 
'turn before next spring.

BOND OFFERINGS 
AT HIGHEST MARK 


BY JOHN. L. COOLEY, 

Associated Press Financial Writer. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—(/)—The 
outstanding feature In the current 
bond market is the large volume of 
financing and its ready absorption by 
investors, large and small. While 
holiday dullness keeps the price range 
of listed securities within narrow lim- 
its, the heavy flotation of new issues 
increases, filling in the gaps which the 
months of depression had left in avail- 
able supplies of miscellaneous types 
of bonds. . 

New offerings last week attained 
the largest total for the year, $225,- 
569,000, compared with $99,741,000 
for the previous week and $55,206,000 
for the same period a year ago. One 
of the interesting items was the $69,- 
395,000 block of United States treas- 
ury bills, a new form of financing for 
this government, which two New 
York banking houses sold publicly. 
Usually the treasury’s issues are 
taken by financial institutions for 
their own portfolios and customers, 
but this year the demand for high- 
grade short-term obligations is un- 
usually active. 

Municipal loans again appeared in 
large amounts. The largest were the 
city and county of San Francisco 
$41,000,000 issue of 4 1-2s, the Mon- 
treal $18,300,000 issue of 4 1-2s and 
Chicago’s $7,278,000 loan in 4s. A 
considerable part of these flotations 
were reported to have been subscribed 
prior to the public sale, indicating 
the keen inquiry for.securities of this 
type. 

The so-called reinvestment demand, 
which is supposed to coincide with 
large disbursements in dividends and 
interest such as that of mid-December, 
failed to make much of a stir, al- 
though a quiet accumulation of high- 
grade rails and prime utilities was 
evident as part of the large cash pay- 
ments received by the country’s in- 
vestors and was put back to work. 
This re-employment of funds, how- 
ever, is rather a gradual operation 
and is continued over a moderately 
long period. In view of recent con- 
ditions in the stock market, observ- 
ers of investment trends expect that 
bonds will profit materially after the 
turn in the year, when additional reg- 
ular and extra disbursements on 
equity holdings, as well as proceeds 
— coupons, become available in 
substantial amounts. 

Firmness of time money at 5 per 
cent, at which rate little business 
was transacted, restricted activity in 
domestic corporation bonds last week. 
Important investors were seeking 
short maturities pending indications 
of money’s course after the holiday 
demand for funds had relaxed. United 
States government securities, whieh 
reflect accurately the tone of the 
money market, were steady at levels 
just below their year’s highs. 

Argentine bonds made a flurry on 
the announcement that the Buenos 
Aires gold exchange had suspended on 
the conversion privilege. The South 
American republic’s listings made a 
broad decline on selling that was 
largely speculative, and then recov- 
ered their declines. Toward the end 
of the week there was minor heavi- 
ness in sympathy with the movement 
of shares and also on selling of low- 
priced issues for establishment of in- 
come tax losses. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—The dife insur- 
ance sales research bureau of Hartford, 
Conn., reports that new insurance written 
this year shows an 8 per cent increase over 
1928, which in turn was 5 per cent above 
the 1927 total. The survey asserts that 
the decline in stock prices stimulated sales. 
The increase this year is attributed to the 
action of the business itself in replacing 
high pressure salesmen with agents who 
study the relation of insurance to poten- 
tial and actual policyholders and to the 
close relation of life insurance sales to 
economic conditions.

Our heavy gold imports, beginning 
with 1915, were on a sound economic 
basis because we were producing more 
goods than Wwe were consuming. Such 
conditions made for trade activity 
here. But the time came when our 
excessive gold holdings made for ex- 
cessive credit which promoted exces- 
sive production of goods which, in 
turn, made for excessive stock specula- 
tion. Our production of goods with 
corresponding speculation in stocks 
got out of step with the rest of the 
world, causing trouble here and else- 
where. We did not stand alone this 
autumn in our stock market panic. 
Something of the same sort was wit- 
nessed at London, Paris, Berlin, Am- 
sterdam. Recent cables from abroad 
also indicate that we are not alone 
in experiencing the usual industrial 
aftermath of excessive stock specula- 
tion. Apparently pretty much the 
whole world is now going through an- 
other phase of post-war adjustment.

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The Business Barometer 


BY THEODORE H. PRICE

The habit of .making comparisons 
with the past and forecasts of the fu- 
ture as we approach the imaginary 
line that is ealled New Year is. al- 
most universal. These comparisons 
and forecasts are, however, worth but 
little. 

“Heaven from all creatures hides 
the book of fate, all but the page 

rescribed, their present state,” said 
ope, and even if men were able to 
deduce the future from a study of the 
past, the first of January would be an 
inappropriate date for such prophe- 
cies. 

In the northern hemisphere our 
New Year's Day comes when there is 
less daylight afd less agricultural life 
than at any other period in the year, 
and the converse is true in ine south- 
ern hemisphere. Hence .hose who 
maintain that agriculture is the basis 
of our prosperity are compelled to 
qualify any predictions that they may 
make by an allusion to crops on the 
other side of the equator. 

Electricity has now made the world 
such a small place that the Argen- 
tine grain crop now being barvested 
will have a marked effect upon the 
price the American farmer will re- 
ceive for the wheat and corn that he 
produces. 

The foregoing is a brief statement 
of why no annual review or prophecy 
will be attempted in this discussion 
of last year’s happenings or next 
years possibilities. The former are 
known, but their significance is not 
as yet fully understood. The latter 
are unknown, and will only be re- 
vealed as the passage ef time con- 
verts the future into the past. 

So far as economic conditions in the 
United States are concerned the one 
thing of which we can be certain is 
that the country is richer today than 
it was a year ago. The measure of 
this gain is the excess of our produc- 
tion over our consumption, There has 
been no war and the waste and loss 
otherwise has not been greater than 
usual. 

This is true despite the so-called 
panic in the stock market. It did not 
destroy any property although it may 
have reduced the nominal value that 
had been put upon some shares and 
bonds by those who owned them, or 
had become infected by the speculative 
fever that was epidemic a few weeks 
azo. But even when this fever was at 
its height it did not destroy intrinsic 
worth, and fhe only effect of its sub- 
sidence has been a revision of quota- 
tions. Except as it may be emotion- 
ally depressing, this revision should 
not affect the earning power of any 
of the properties involved. 

By convincing ourselves of the cor- 
rectness of this view and impressing 
it upon others, we can do much to 


| assist President Hoover in his efforts 


to re-establish normal activity. There- 
fore it is urged that “A _ peaceful 
America grows richer daily” should 
be adopted as our slogan for 1930. 
Meanwhile it is gratifying to report 
that business is better than was ex- 
pected a month ago. In New York

Money promises to grow _ still 
easier. Credit will soon be abundant. 
Present losses of gold can and will 
be offset by the release of federal 
reserve credit for the use of the mem- 
ber banks. The stock market is show- 
ing healthy» steadiness. but specula- 
tion is still restrained and discrimi- 
nating. The inquiry for steel is in- 
creasing, although the downward 
trend of production, whichis now 
considerably below last year, probably 
will not be reversed until after the 
holidays. Many new buildings are 
being planned or provided for. The 
automobile industry has increased its 
output slightly, and though the manu- 
facturers will operate conservatively 
during the first quarter they expect 
great improvement thereafter. 

The commodity markets have been 
generally steady, but coffee reflects 
the donbtfu!l financial position in 
which Brazil has been drawn by her 
efforts to sustain the price of her 
most important product. It is a ques- 
tion whether buyers can be found 
for the enormous surplus at current 
prices. They range from 7 to 8 cents 
a pound for Rio No. 7 in New York.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 22.—(/)— 
The cotton market was decidedly quiet 
during the greater part of the: past 
week, with occasional spurts of activi- 
ty, but the final week-end session 
was in strong contrast to the other 
sessions by showing very active busi- 
ness from start to finish. 

Prices were fairly steady early in 
the week as the domestic consumption 
t for November proved about as 
expected when issued during the short 
Saturday session at the close of last 
week and the technical position of the 
market had been improved by the liqui- 
dation of the previous week. Prices 
soon started to ease off again, how- 
ever, owing to the absence of sus- 
tained support and the unfavorable 
reports from the cotton goods trade 
both at home and abroad, particularly 
the action of the master spinners in 
Lancashire in deciding to close mills 
working American cotton all of the 
coming weék, that is the week begin- 
ning December 23. 

After easing off something over 30 
points the. market rallied moderately 
on some trade buying reports of short- 
age in the India crop and some im- 
provement in the domestic cotton 
goods market. Expectation of rather 
moderate ginnings prior to December 
13 was also a sustaining factor. When 
the ginning, total was issued Friday 
morning showing 13,461,630 running 
bales it proved to be about as ex- 
pected, but whatever influence the re- 
port might have had on the market 
was offset by the slump in stocks and 
wheat, which carried cotton prices 
down to the lowest levels of the season 
up to that time, although even lower 
prices were attained at the opening 
Saturday. 

The final session of the week had 
hardly started, however, before stocks 
and wheat advanced and more favor- 
able advices were received as to the 
week’s trade in cotton goods. These 
influences, coupled with the announce- 
ment that the wheat marketing branch 
of the federal farm board had bid 
above the market for wheat caused a 
sharp bulge which carried prices up 
32 to 35 points to almost the high 
levels of the week.

WITH MARINES 


SENT TO HAITI 


NORFOLK, Va., Dec. 2.—(?)— 
The U. S. S. Wright. flagship of the 
aircraft squadron of the scouting fleet, 
arrived at the Hampton Roads naval 
base early this afternoon, bringing 
several hundred marines she embarked 
recently for service in Haiti. 

Two weeks ago the Wright sailed 
for Hampton Roads with a _ hastily 
assembled battalion of 500 marines 
aboard for duty in putting down the 
Ilaitian riots. The disturbances were 
quieted while the vessel was en route 
and she was ordered to put in at

The remaining men stayed on 
the vessel and will be back at their 
posts in time for the Christmas holi- 
days. -The 350 men will be carried 
to the Norfolk navy yard tomorrow 
morning and disbanded into their va- 
rious companies for return to posts at 
Parris Island, Quantico and the Nor- 
folk navy yard, from whence they em- 
barked.
